Student flat 
threat looms

LOCAL people could struggle to 
secure housing if the develop¬ 
ment of student housing over¬ 
takes residential building, 
estate agents have warned. 

Luton Borough Council has 
has so far approved the develop¬ 
ment of 1,106 student rooms 
across various sites in the town 
centre. And this could rise by an 
additional 28 if councillors 
approve plans recently lodged to 
convert an office block on Upper 
George Street into student flats. 

Richard Yusuf, from Taylors 
Estate Agents, said there was 
currently enough provision for 
both residents and university 
students, but added that locals 
could ‘struggle’ if the scales 
were tipped in favour student 
accommodation. 

In recent months, the authori¬ 
ty has approved student accom¬ 


modation on Flowers Way, 
Midland Road and Park Street 
and Chapel Street. 

However, despite all these 
plans being approved, the 
University of Bedfordshire has 
said it does not need additional 
student housing at present. 

A spokeswoman said it ‘strong¬ 
ly recommends’ that students 
choose university approved 
accommodation instead. 

Mr Yusuf said: “Over the last 
three years the provision has 
been balanced because there 
was as much private housing as 
there was student. 

“But this increase in demand is 
going to be a bit of an issue 
because it will put the prices up 
as more people from London 
want to live in Luton. 

“It’s not at crisis point by any 
means because we are still get¬ 
ting blocks of residential hous¬ 
ing. But if the council continues 
to approve that many student 


flats and not any residential 
then people will struggle.” 

David Westcott, from the 
Property Shop, said student 
housing was a ‘very lucrative 
business’ for developers who 
could ‘take a shoebox, pack in all 
the things you need and then 
rent it out for £500-£600 a week’. 

He added: “From a business 
perspective, it’s very good busi¬ 
ness for the developer but for the 
local housing need it’s absorb¬ 
ing space that could be put to 
better use. 

“But the town and indeed the 
country is becoming over¬ 
crowded by virtue that we do not 
build enough.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
the creation of dedicated stu¬ 
dent housing could free up 
housing for Luton residents 
because ‘students will be less 
inclined to live in houses, which 
in turn will free up properties to 
accommodate families’. 


Motorist’s axe rage ‘daft and dangerous’ 


A ROAD rage driver who pulled an 
axe from his boot during an argu¬ 
ment has been given a 12-month 
community order with 140 hours 
unpaid work. 

Self-employed gardener Norris 
Dennis, 55, was said to have cut 
up van driver Mark Pinnock on a 
mini-roundabout on Bramingham 
Road. 

After Mr Pinnock blew his horn 


the two men stopped in the road, 
got out and had an angry confron¬ 
tation, a jury at Luton crown court 
was told this week. 

The defendant is alleged to have 
said ( l know how we can settle 
this’ before then producing the 
axe from his boot. 

The court also heard Mr Pinnock 
sais ‘Get in the car or you won’t 
see your kids again’ adding, ‘I will 


stick this in your head.’ 

Mr Dennis, of Edgcott Close, 
Luton, denied having a bladed 
article and common assault on Mr 
Pinnock on October 22, 2013. 

However, on Friday he was con¬ 
victed by a jury of both charges. 

In addition to the community 
order he was also ordered to pay 
£1,500 towards the prosecution 
costs.

Parents seek justice 
over daughter’s death

THE parents of a woman who 
died from blood poisoning after 
her catheter became infected 
have reported five doctors to a 
health watchdog. 

Richard and Ann Allnutt have 
made the complaint after their 
daughter Claire died, aged 28, at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
following a cardiac arrest after 
developing septicaemia, five 
days after it was noticed a tube 
needed replacing. 

It emerged that the five doctors 
who were responsible for treat¬ 
ing were given, in some cases, 
just 20 minutes training on the 
warning system which the hos¬ 
pital had in place to prevent this. 

The family’s lawyer, Carole 
Watts, who wrote the letter to the 
GMC, said: “They are devastated 
by the loss of their daughter and 
it’s important for them to know 


that lessons have been learnt 
from their tragic loss.” 

In November 2013, Claire was 
admitted to the Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital and diag¬ 
nosed with necrotizing fasciitis, 
a flesh eating bacteria. 

During January 2014 plans 
were being made for her to 
return home but on January 23 
she fell ill with a fever. 

On January 24, it was 
noted that a catheter 
used to administer 
antibiotics, known as 
a PICC, was infected 
and should be 
removed. But the line 
remained in place. 

On the night of 26 
January Clare’s fever 
rose to almost 40 degrees. 

The next day she was asked for 
her agreement to remove the 
line. Claire had undergone a tra¬ 
cheostomy and couldn’t speak. 

In addition she had learning 


difficulties and a needle phobia. 

She agreed that the line could 
be removed though wanted it re¬ 
inserted in theatre. 

Until this could be done it was 
decided to leave the infected line 
in place. She fell ill on January 26 
and died on January 28 from car¬ 
diac arrest. 

Mrs Watts added: “The family 
have many questions about 
the circumstances of 
Claire’s death and why 
no action was taken to 
remove the PICC line. 

“It’s hoped that the 
GMC complaint will 
ensure the actions of 
the doctors around the 
time of Claire’s death 
are fully investigated and 
that the family are given the 
answers that they need.” 

They are also seeking justice 
for Claire and a civil claim is 
being pursued against Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital. 



Howard’s on the road to discovery with LoS 


HAVE you ever wondered how 
town planners decide what to call 
our streets? 

Or why Luton Town’s stadium is 
in Kenilworth Road? 

Local historian Howard 
Chandler has spent the last seven 
years trying to answer those ques¬ 
tions. What a started off as a fam¬ 
ily history project has turned into 
lutonstreetnames.co.uk, a web¬ 
site which has the history behind 
over 1,450 streets in Luton. 

Howard will be sharing some of 
his findings in the Luton on 
Sunday over the next few weeks. 

He said: “By doing this project I 
now understand the sort of time it 
was when the streets were named. 

“Luton has grown from what 
they called the township to the 
current number of streets. 

“It also tells you who owns the 
original land and how they sold it 
off.”

The dog was described as light 
brown with brown eyes and a colour¬ 
ful collar, and the owner was white, 
in his late 40s, of medium build and 
was wearing a dark green flat cap 
and a dark waist-length zip up jacket. 

Anyone with any information is 
asked to call police on 101 quoting 
crime reference C/9093/2015. 

DRUG CULTIVATION MAN CHARGED 

A MAN has been arrested and 
charged with the cultivation of a 
class B drug. 

Enea Zeneli, 24, of Harcourt Street, 
Luton, was arrested on Wednesday 
after a warrant was carried out at an 
address in the town. 

Officers found an amount of canna¬ 
bis plants and equipment that could 
be used for production of the drug. 

Mr Zeneli was charged with being 
concerned in production of a con¬ 
trolled class B drug and possessing 
false identity documents. 

He will appear at Luton Crown Court 
at a later date.

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‘Disappointment’ 
over pub closure

RESIDENTS have slammed a 
decision to close a pub which 
will not be replaced in a new 
£27 million development. 

The Purley Tavern, in the 
Purley Centre, closed on 
Tuesday after its owner Trust 
Inns Ltd surrendered the 
lease. 

Pat Turner, 54, (pictured sec¬ 
ond from right) from Marsh 
Farm, who was a regular at 
the Tavern, said residents in 
the area were ‘disappointed’. 

The council said there had 
‘never been a strong indica¬ 
tion’ that residents wanted a 


pub to be part of the new 
development which is set to 
include 120 flats and houses 
and new retail shops. 

Mr Turner said: “When it 
closed the first time in July 
last year all regulars all dis¬ 
persed, but when it re¬ 
opened we thought it would 
stay open. 

“It’s the only focal point for 
us older people. I know they 
do a few things in Future’s 
House but that building has 
never engaged the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Why was there not a social 
club built at that place? 

“We are losing our pub like 
they have done on the 


Houghton Regis and Lewsey 
Farm estates.” 

He added: “We know there 
are no plans for a new pub in 
the development. They said 
that they did a survey asking 
people if they wanted a pub 
but they never asked people 
in the pub.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “Prior to submission of 
a planning application resi¬ 
dents had been given the 
opportunity to comment on 
the proposed future facili¬ 
tates for the area. 

“There has never been a 
strong indication from the 
public that a licensed prem¬ 
ise is desired.”

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Silence ‘shameful’ 
on fatal shooting

A CORONER has said that it 
is a ‘shameful state of affairs’ 
that members of the public 
who hold key information 
about the death of Paul 
Foster are not willing to 
come forward.

Remembering John: 
a man with integrity 


THESE days to become a proper politician 
you need to have been to university, studied 
PPE, become a political researcher, earn 
your corn by standing in an unwinnable seat 
for your party, then get a safe seat and the 
good life follows, says STEVE LOWE. 

This sounds as far as you could get from 
Johnny Boyle, who died this week. Johnny had 
the broadest Scottish accent of anyone I ever 
knew. 

Born in East Calder in 1936, he ended up in 
Luton working for General Motors, formerly 
Vauxhall. He was a plumber by trade, a fervent 
socialist, trade unionist, shop steward and 
fighter for justice and equality. 

Words and phrases that already seem con¬ 
signed to history. I first met him when I won a 
by-election to become a county councillor in 
1982. He had won the Farley Hill seat in 1981 
and we sat on the Labour opposition benches 
together. 

He still worked on the shop floor, as council¬ 
lors were only part time in those days. While 
we were surrounded by Labour intellectuals, 
who eternally debated the meaning of life, I 
was the young upstart and Johnny the ‘attack 
dog’. 

He could see, beneath the ‘we have no choice, 
these are hard times’ words of the Tories, that 
all him and the generation before him had 
fought for was being washed away on a tide of 
corporate greed. 

His counterparts listened, partly in awe, but 
nonetheless gave him the respect he deserved, 
knowing, though they could not admit it, that 
he spoke with genuine eloquence about the 



direction this country was heading. What he 
had was a belief and integrity that seems com¬ 
pletely lost today. 

He also had a great sense of humour and, 
that rarest thing among politicians, the ability 
to laugh at himself.

WHO am I? What am I 
doing here? What am I all 
about? 

The search for an identity 
is something that has been a 
big part of Oliver Buhlinger’s 
life, a 35-year-old German- 
Ghanian engineer. 

Oliver was born in Ghana 
but moved to Germany aged 
three and lived there until 
moving to the UK in 2001. As 
a youngster, he based a large 
part of who he was on his 
German father Bernd, who 
was also an engineer and 
had married Oliver’s mother 
Joyce in Ghana in 1979. 

In Germany the family 
lived in Denkingen, an area 
which Oliver says had a real 
sense of community. 

However, as carefree and 
idyllic as his early years 
were, Oliver’s life took a 
tragic turn when his father 
died when he was ten. 

“In the beginning there 
was some tragedy to my life, 
and a lot of frustration”, he 
says. “And with pretty much 
my dad being my identity, 
his death had a dramatic 
effect on my self-worth and 
how I saw the world. 

“At that point I was becom¬ 
ing more conscious that 
maybe I wasn’t really that 
accepted. It was only by a 
minority because 


Germany’s a wonderful 
place. It’s beautiful, it’s got 
amazing infrastructure and 
a lot of pride in how you live 
and in how the place is kept. 

“It’s always nice and pris¬ 
tine, especially in the areas 
that I grew up in, but there 
was also a level of not 
accepting people that look 
different and 
are different.” 

Oliver says he 
and his young¬ 
er brother Chris 
struggled to 
deal with their 
loss. He also 
became rebel¬ 
lious and began 
to question his 
identity. 

He says: “I 
actually reject¬ 
ed my German 
heritage in 


some way. I felt Ghanaian, 
but I did not know what 
being Ghanaian was 
because I only had my mum, 
and my brother and I were 
the only mixed-race kids in 
the whole area. You would 
have had to go to Stuttgart 
or somewhere like that to 
see the next black person.” 

Oliver’s 
strong rela¬ 
tionship with 
his mum ini¬ 
tially helped 
him over¬ 
come the loss 
of his father, 
but in time he 
became with¬ 
drawn. 

Despite his 
inner tur¬ 
moil, he did 
well at high 
school and

left with an engineering 
apprenticeship. However, 
he began to feel hopeless 
and this feeling, combined 
with a few incidents of racial 
abuse, prompted his move 
to the UK. He had come to 
the UK many times to visit 
family and said he felt more 
accepted here. 

Oliver lived with a relative 
in St Albans but the change 
of scenery did not help. 

During a trip to Luton one 
day, he began questioning 
everything in his life. 

He says he prayed and just 
when he had finished, he 
met a lady from a local 
church who introduced him 
to her pastor. That day he 
converted to Christianity. 

“It was a real turning 
point”, he says. “Slowly but 


surely I began to build an 
identity of who I was and 
that identity had nothing to 
do with culture.” 

Oliver says his faith gave 
him a new sense of purpose. 

He moved to Brighton in 
2003 and threw himself into 
various church activities. 

While there he met his 
wife Joanne and they wed¬ 
ded in 2009. They moved to 
Luton in 2013 after Oliver 
chose to take a graduate 
engineering role at Hayward 
Tyler. He says he chose 
Luton because he liked its 
multicultural make-up. 

He adds: “I just love diver¬ 
sity and seeing different 
nationalities mixing 
because I really think only 
knowing people from just 
one culture can be quite a 


narrow sort of experience in 
life. We can learn so much 
from each other, and it’s just 
more fun.” 

Oliver has high hopes for 
the future and says he wants 
to focus on building a strong 
marriage, progressing with 
his career at Hayward Tyler 
and learning more about his 
cultural heritage. 

So what has his journey 
taught him? “Don’t let any¬ 
one put you down because 
of your heritage, skin colour 
or anything else because 
every human being is worth 
something and has some¬ 
thing special in them. Every 
one of us is loved and cher¬ 
ished and that’s how we 
have to see ourselves 
because if you don’t it’s 
going to be a sad life.”

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Music is the soundtrack to barman’s 
quest to pull himself from the abyss

FellSwoop Theatre have brought to life Man 
Booker shortlisted author Patrick DeWitt’s 
novel Ablutions and they’re bringing it to 
Luton. 

The company has been running for five years 
and in that time has received much critical 
acclaim and won awards such as the Methuen 
Drama Emerging Artists award for its produc¬ 
tion Belleville Rendezvous, and the Critic’s 
Choice Award at Ignite Festival last year for 
Ablutions. 

Bertrand Lesca, the co-artistic director for 
the company, said: “We try to blend music and 
drama together in an innovative way, so this 
piece was all led through music and it’s kind of 
a big and important part of the piece. 

“In each piece we do we try to think about 
music differently, and for the new piece we are 
working on we are doing an opera. For 
Ablutions, we thought of ways of integrating 
the actors into a live band on stage so two of 
the actors are playing music, but the main 
character is not playing any instruments. 

“They devised the music themselves and cre¬ 
ated music alongside our music director.” 

In the novel, Ablutions tells the story of how 
the bartender becomes an alcoholic who is 
constantly taking pills. His wife leaves him 
and he goes on a self-destructive course 
involving violence and random sexual encoun¬ 
ters. 

Bertrand says they tried to use their live 


band to give the audience a feel of the bar¬ 
tender’s inner turmoil and emotional conflict. 

How did it work out in practice? 

“I think it worked because the music director 
of the company was really integrated in the 
devising process, so he followed the creation 
of the piece from start to finish. We tried to 
integrate music into each element of the piece 
and we discussed a lot about which points in 
the production would have music. 

“For Ablutions we tried to show the charac¬ 
ters’ feelings through the music. I think it’s 
very important for the narration. Each charac¬ 
ter has their own soundtrack and that makes it 
clear who the character is and what they rep¬ 


resent. There are very few moments in the play 
where there is no music. For us the challenge 
was to create a piece without the core things 
needed in a production, the only thing we 
were going to use was the music and we 
thought of how we were going to do that, and 
the music worked.” 

Explaining what audiences can expect from 
the production, Bertrand added: “For us it was 
very important for the audience to experience 
what the character was going through and in 
order to do that we had to think about ways to 
do it through the music. 

“The lighting is something that we play with 
a lot and it is a very dark place that the charac¬ 


ter is in. There are two characters who are 
changing roles and the main guy never chang¬ 
es and behind him the musicians are playing. 

“We have one musician who is always play¬ 
ing and when the main character talks, he is 
trying to make the audience feel what he is 
going through and to consider things through 
his eyes. That was the main ambition, to make 
people experience what the character is going 
through. We have received good reviews for 
our work and since this piece we have had a 
few commissions. 

“It’s been a very positive outcome.”

The latest Hyundai i20 is bigger, slicker 
and a good deal better equipped to take 
the fight to the top contenders in the 
supermini sector. Its predecessor won sales 
by playing the value card. This time round, 
Hyundai’s counting on quality carrying it 
through. 

The great thing about the i20 is that it’s a car designed 
by Europeans, in Europe for European conditions, so 
it’s no surprise that we liked the way the last car drove. 
This latest model should be no exception, the team in 
Russelsheim tuning the fully-independent MacPherson 
strut front suspension and semi-independent coupled 
torsion beam axle at the rear for our roads. This i20 is 
a bigger car, so the suspension has been tuned to cope 
with the bigger footprint, the stiffer superstructure and 
the optimised weight distribution. 

Of all the cars in its line-up, the i20 has traditionally 
been Hyundai’s most conservatively-styled thing. Early 
design renderings for this second generation car looked 
a good deal more adventurous, but in the metal, it’s 
been very toned down.

HATTERS

LENT simply can’t end soon 
enough for Luton Town. 

While it’s customary, for those 
inclined to indulge in such mumbo- 
jumbo, to forego the odd chocolate 
bar, the Hatters have given up on 
automatic promotion. Maybe not 
publicly, but they should. 

Their 40-day victory abstain-athon 
even began 24 hours early when they 
meekly surrendered at Mansfield. 

While they briefly rose again with 
three points against Accrington, 
they’ve been otherwise dragging 
themselves on a tortuous march of 
doom. Really their plight began as 
more of a New Year’s resolution, one 
that they’ve doggedly stuck to, 
which is more than most partici¬ 
pants can boast. 

Ides of March, anyone? OK, that 
was Julius Cesar in Bill 
Shakespeare’s play - and there’s no 
evidence the Bard was a Luton fan 
- but even he would have found it 
hard to scribble down the tragedy 
that has been unfolding. 

Make no mistake, despite how far 
the club have come in the last two 
years, missing out on promotion 
would be a major sob story. 

A premature Easter resurrection job 
is now their only prayer, just to play a 
part in the perils of the play-offs. 

It is with some theatrical timing, 
and no small sense of relief, that the 
Hatters have been given an inter¬ 
mission from their relentless, hel¬ 
ter-skelter slide of misery, by virtue 
of Sky’s decision to move this week¬ 
end’s fixture against high-flyers 
Wycombe to Tuesday night. 

It’s a clash that, months ago, the 
TV executives must have salivated 
over as a winner-takes-all battle for 
a top three berth. Realistically, if 
not mathematically, that dream is 
now deader than disco for Luton, 
though it is still a case of do-or-die, 
lest they miss out on promotion 


possibilities entirely. What better 
stage to turn around bad runs and 
records than in front of the camer¬ 
as? Even if, under their gaze, they’ve 
won just once in their last 12 
attempts. 

Break that hoodoo and end a run 
of four straight defeats - six in their 
last seven games - and perhaps a 
corner will be turned. 

Manager John Still has admitted 
he’s at a loss to explain the current 
slump but it seems the answer, as it 
has been for much of the campaign, 
is largely taking up space in the 
treatment room. 

It’s no surprise that they’ve been 
letting goals in with increased reg¬ 
ularity as part of a downward spiral 
that sneaked in once midfield 
enforcer Nathan Doyle injured his 
knee against York last month. 

And without Pelly Ruddock 
Mpanzu there’s no pace or power in 
the centre of the park. Even so, ser¬ 
vice to the front men is, at times, 


non-existent. No wonder Mark 
Cullen remains the club’s top scorer 
in League Two this term with 11, 
despite spending almost two 
months on the peripheries while his 
Kenilworth Road future hung in the 
balance. 

Behind him, centre back Luke 
Wilkinson is the second most pro¬ 
lific with just four strikes in the 
division, while it is beyond a joke 
that the ongoing penalty scandal 
has made a Second Coming more 
likely than a Luton spot-kick. 

All is not lost however. It wouldn’t 
hurt for Still to dish out the half¬ 
time oranges before the game, such 
has been their propensity to jolt 
into life only after the interval. 

Fixing that Achilles heel will be 
half the battle because when Town 
swarm over opposition - provided 
they’ve not gifted them a two-goal 
headstart - there are fewer more 
exhilarating sights in League Two. 

Crucially, history shows that 


momentum is paramount at the 
business end of the season, should 
the play-off route be required. 

Luton must free themselves of the 
burden of aiming for a top three fin¬ 
ish. No-one outside the dressing 
room expects that now, so that 
pressure is off. 

And while it’s easier said than 
done in current form, we’re not 
talking turning water into wine. It’s 
still in their hands to achieve some¬ 
thing this term, with fixtures still to 
come against promotion hopefuls 
Wycombe, Northampton, Exeter, 
Burton, Southend and Stevenage. 

Maybe if Luton can rediscover some 
form, history will rewrite the last two 
months as a clever ruse to combat the 
club’s 100 per cent play-off failure rate 
by qualifying with a head of steam. 
Wishful thinking perhaps. 

But what is indisputable is that the 
last five winners of the fourth tier 
end-of-season knockout all secured 
their place in the shake-up with a 
strong run of consecutive results in 
their final nine games. 

Last year, Fleetwood went seven 
matches unbeaten, while for 
Bradford before them it was six, to 
sneak into the final qualifying 
place. Crewe too took up seventh 
spot the year before by remaining 
unbeaten and in 2011 Stevenage did 
not lose for five straight games. 

Still will know this as five years ago 
his Dagenham & Redbridge side, 
while only managing three unbeat¬ 
en on the bounce, scratched out five 
victories to snatch seventh place. 

All of them tasted Wembley glory 
to earn a place in League One on the 
back of momentum gained in the 
last two months. Only Fleetwood 
finished fourth and still succeeded. 

So, seventh spot is rarely a curse 
and, right now, it sounds almost 
heavenly. 

Thankfully, they’re not at the 
stage of needing a miracle just yet... 
but a bit of divine intervention, or 
some kind of saviour would be nice. 

It’s the time of year for it - appar¬ 
ently.

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‘Proud’ Town promote worthy 
cause with new ground name

LUTON Town are to rename their 
Kenilworth Road ground as the 
Prostate Cancer UK Stadium - for 
one match only. 

Hatters chairman Nick Owen hint¬ 
ed at a name change in his pro¬ 
gramme notes ahead of the 
Morecambe game on March 7, and 
the club have now confirmed that 
the different moniker will support 
the Football League’s official charity 
partner. 

The new name will be in use for 
Tuesday’s League Two clash with 
promotion rivals Wycombe 
Wanderers, which is being shown 
live by Sky Sports so will generate 
maximum exposure. 

It will be the first time a Football 
League club’s stadium will have been 
renamed in support of a charity. 

Hatters chief executive Gary Sweet 
told lutontown.co.uk: “We are 
extremely proud to be the first club 
to partner with a charity such as 
Prostate Cancer UK by renaming our 
stadium, albeit temporarily. 

“When we first hinted at the idea 
we were met with a mixed reaction 
- which is understandable given the 
history of the ground, and the 
amount of affection our supporters 
hold for Kenilworth Road. 

“We felt sure that once the full 
story emerged about supporting 
Prostate Cancer UK, our supporters 
would understand and fully support 
the move. 

“The aim was not to mislead peo¬ 
ple as to our intentions, but to get 
people talking about the renaming 
of the stadium and to raise as much 
interest as possible ahead of this 
announcement. 

“Given the statistics, there’s every 
chance that by helping to increase 


the awareness of this disease and 
the charity, that someone’s son, 
father or grandfather could be 
helped by spotting the signs early 
and seeking help. 

“This is a first for Luton Town and a 
first in football and we are delighted 
to be teaming up with a charity 
which has supported the game, in 
particular supporters and players 
past and present, so well.” 

Ten thousand men die from pros¬ 
tate cancer every year, about the 
same as the capacity of Kenilworth 
Road which Luton have called home 
for 110 years. 

One in eight men in the United 
Kingdom are diagnosed with the 
disease at some point in their lives, 
and prostate cancer also affects one 
in four black men. 

Prostate Cancer UK launched its 
Men United initiative a year ago and 
since then men from all walks of life 
have been raising funds to find the 
answers for the future through 
research and support. 

Key aims include getting all men in 
all areas of the country the early 
detection, effective diagnosis and 
better treatments that will beat the 
disease. 

At Tuesday’s game, volunteers from 
the charity will be fundraising and 
raising awareness around the 
ground. There will also be a 100- 
page programme on sale. 

“Men United is about men joining 
together to fight a common oppo¬ 
nent - prostate cancer,” said Prostate 
Cancer UK Director of Fundraising 
Mark Bishop. 

“By teaming up with our friends 
from Luton Town for what we believe 
to be an unprecedented opportunity 
to reach men, we are continuing to 
spread the message about a disease 
that kills one man every hour in the 
United Kingdom. 

“Renaming one of the country’s 
most iconic grounds, Kenilworth 
Road, offers us a wonderful and 


innovative opportunity to continue 
our ground-breaking work within 
the beautiful game standing side by 
side with a club that has never been 
afraid to push the boundaries 
throughout their history. 

“The power of sport - and in this 
case football - has helped us reach 
out to men and their friends and 


families, and by wearing our Man of 
Men on their numbers this season, 
Luton’s players have already started 
to play their part. 

“We thank the club’s players, staff 
and supporters on behalf of the 
300,000 men living with prostate 
cancer in the UK.” 

The stadium name change has 


prompted an outpouring of support 
from across the footballing world. 

One fan said on Twitter: “Could not 
be more proud of @LutonTown for 
renaming their stadium in the name 
of awareness of Prostate Cancer.”

Still takes the blame as 
Hatters slump continues

LUTON Town boss John 
Still admits that he is 
struggling for answers as 
he tries to address the 
Hatters’ alarming dip in 
League Two form. 

A dreadful run of four 
defeats in a row and six in 
their last seven has seen 
Still’s men slip out of the 
automatic promotion spots 
with fans now wondering if 
they will even achieve a 
play-off place. 

The Hatters were without 
a game yesterday due to 
their home clash with high 
fliers Wycombe Wanderers 
being switched to Tuesday 
night for live television cov¬ 
erage, and they could have 
dropped out of the play-off 
spots had results not gone 
their way. 

A 1-0 defeat in Wales to 
Newport County on 
Tuesday was the latest dis¬ 
appointment and although 
Still admitted that the buck 


stopped with him, he also 
confessed to being at a loss 
to explain the sudden 
downturn with his team 
inside the all important top 
seven by just a single point. 

“I don’t know why we are 
not good enough at the 
moment,” said the boss. 

“We haven’t changed any¬ 
thing but we are not play¬ 
ing well enough. I am the 
manager and I have to take 
responsibility for it. 

“If I look at the [Newport] 
game then if it had ended 
up that we had got a win 
then you would have said 
that we did okay. But we 
can’t settle for okay at the 
moment.” 

Still ended Luton’s five 
year exile in non-league 
football when he guided 
the Hatters to the 
Conference title in his first 
full season in charge and 
with his men still in with a 
shout of a second succes¬ 
sive promotion, what he 
has achieved represents 
real progress. 

However, football fans are 
notoriously impatient 


beasts and the Hatters 
management are under big 
pressure from Luton fans to 
put the charge for a spot in 
League One back on track. 

“We’ve come a long way 
but at the moment we are 
falling short,” said Still. 

“Everything that we do in 
training on a Monday to 
Friday is the same as we 
have always done but we 
have players not playing to 
the level they need to and 
that is my responsibility.” 

The defeat to Newport 
was doubly disappointing 
as former Hatter Aaron 
O’Connor grabbed the only 
goal of the game for the 
Exiles, and things won’t be 
getting any easier with next 
opponents Wycombe right 
in the hunt for automatic 
promotion. 

Gareth Ainsworth’s side 
have been a revelation in 
League Two this season 
after only avoiding relega¬ 
tion to the Conference on 
the final day of the last 
campaign. 

Luton drew 1-1 at 
Wycombe on Boxing Day.
